I would never begrudge half 
of my loaf of bread to any 
hungry man. God forbid! But 
I bitterly resent the heavy- 
handed ineptitude that 
prompts Mr Morrison to take 
my bread from Britain’s poor 
and throw it into the hands of 
the fat “Unofficial Market” 
manipulators who at present 
have their hands on all but a 
tiny percentage of the food in 
Europe.

N the Rue des Radis—“ Radish Street ”—seat of 
the world’s most brazen black market, you may 
buy for a price anything from a three-ton lorry to 
a set of “ unmentionables,” from grape fruit at 5s. 
each to corned beef originally issued in tins to the 


British Army. 

The narrow, cobblestoned 
alley is crammed with the ven- 
dors of scarcities, the houses 
are the warehouses for the 
illicit merchandise. while the 
inconspicuous men at either 
end of the thoroughfare are 
the lookouts for the cops. 

If I'd had the money I could 
have stocked a department store. 
I was offered soap, four kinds of 
cHewing-gum, flannel] pyjamas, 
underwear from the U.S. and 
British Armies, olive drab socks 
and army torches. 

They tried to sell me oranges at 
Is. 9d. each, tinned milk, choco- 
late, raisins, olive and peanut oil, 
toothpaste, and Portuguese sar- 
dines. 

Complete army uniforms were 
for sale. So were potatoes and 
small supplies of flour—the latter 
being one of the scarcest com- 
modities in Belgium. 

I could have bought a pair of 
sun glasses for 15s. or, if I had 
waited a minute for the runner 
to get it. a tube of penicillin. 

There were herring and Ger- 
man cameras, tinned fruit salad 
from California, raisins from 

North Africa. 

{ bought two packages of U.S. 
cigarettes for 5s. each and priced 
some chicken at 3s. 6d. a pound. 
I saw magnificent hothouse straw- 
berries packed in cotton wool. one 
dozen m a box. The price: 158 

I didn’t even ask about the big, 
black grapes, the red peaches, the 
electric shavers, the vacuum 
cleaners, nor the lawn mowers. 
All these things were for sale 
legally at prices to make you 
eringe.— B. U. P.

NS of thousands of Germans from Cologne to Kiel are packing the 
bomb-shattered churches of the Reich just as Londoners pack the 


cinemas on a Saturday evening. 


This is, without doubt, the biggest 


religious revival Europe has known since the days of Martin Luther. 


With the exception of 
hunger, it is the most power- 
ful force in Germany today. 


I. have visited dozens of 
churches, Catholic and Pro- 
testant, during the last few 
weeks, in great cities and lost 
villages. Without exception, 
it was a case of “standing 
room only” if you arrived less 
than 20 minutes before the 
service began. 

Men, women and children were 
jammed, four. six and eight deep 
at the back of the church and 
down the side aisles. 

Congregations of 600 in 
churches built for 200 are no 


exception. 

Figures collated by British 
officers reveal that more than 
one person in every three goes 
to church in the British zone. 

Densely-populated Westphalia 
has 6,300,000 attendances a week. 
In Ham alone the attend- 
ances are 000. 

It is significant that the in- 
crease is specially noticeabie 
among young people. One big

These are the views of Lucius Seneca, who, born 
tnree years before Christ was born and sent to Rome 
when he was still an infant, became adviser to the 
infamous Emperor .Nero, and was slain for protesting 


against certain of his vices. 

He lived when Christ livea His 
writings. even before his corre- 
spondence with St. Paul, had a 
high moral tone which bore a 
striking resemblance to that of 
the teachings of Christ. 

Seneca, however, was not a 
perfect man. He crawled before 
the mighty and was guilty of 
several questionable acts during 
his lifetime. 


Human happiness, ne said, 1s 
founded on virtue. To be happy, 
men must know this and act 
accordingly. They must not be 
foolishly proud, selfish. greedy or 
cruel. They must live for their 
fellows. Fulfilling one’s duty to 
God and one’s neighbours makes 
one happy. 

* * * 
OW 1 cannot believe that 
Seneca meant that a com- 
pletely virtuous man—if one could 
be found—would always be per- 
fectly happy, for, in spite of his 
own virtue, at times he surely 
would be made at least a little 
miserable by the wickedness of 
others. 

No. What he intended uns that 
goodness in an individual adds 
to, and vice takes away from his 
contentment. One who is un- 
easy is rendered less so ij he 
chooses to do what is good. 

Seneca, from all accounts, was 
as weak as many another man 
of his time. but he was able to 
make better use of his experi- 
ences and chances of observation. 

He did not claim that his own 
conduct was exemplary. He 
semply pointed out that evil hurts 
the evil one and virtue biesses the 
virtuous, even though the hurt 
and the blessing are not already 
evident. 

Other authorities who have 
learnt from the happenings of 
centuries, as well as past and 
evren! events, back Seneca in 
this. 

For instance, whatever opinion 
may be held of the Old Testa- 
ments, one cannot deny that it 
is a history of great trends and 
that the historians were honest.
